Washington, January 6.—Great 
Britain was accused of “emulating 
the Hun” in pursuing her post-war 
oil policy by Senator Phelan, demo- 
erat, California, speaking in the 
senate today after Senator McKel- 
lar, democrat, Tennessee, had ad- 
vocated cutting off the British sup- 
Ply of American oll unless Ameri- 
cans were accorded equal rights 
with British subjects in the pur- 
chase and development of world oil 
supplies. 

The California senator added’ to 
his accusation the charge that Great 
Britain at the same moment she was 
appealing for American ald during 
the war, declaring her “back was to 
the wall.“ was buying up oll lands 
in other countries. Witn this charge 
Senator Prelan coupled another, as- 
serting that Great Britain obtained 
four billion dollars in loans from 
the United States and used her own 
money in an endeavor to acquire a 
monopoly of the world ofl supply. 

Hints Duplicity. 

Senator McKellar a few moments 
before the Pacific coast senator had 
made his chargé, We declared that 
Great Britain was putting forward 
claims of inability, to pay interest 
on American war loans and was 
buying up the world oil resources.

Figures for 1920 Less 
Than Half Those of 1919. 
Gradual Reduction War 
Expenses Explains Re- 
duction. 


Washington, January 6.—The cost 
of running the United States gov- 
ernment last year amounted to ap- 
proximately $5,064,000,000, as 
against about $11,728,000,000 in 1919. 
The total expenditures outside of 


payments on the public debt were 
revealed today in accounts obtained 
from the daily treasury statements. 

Treasury officials said tonight 


that while ordinary disbursements 
had not vet come down to the 
$4,000,000,000 mark set by Secretary 
Houston in his estimate of the rev- 
enue needed for future fiscal years, 
expenditures would continue to fall. 
Gradual liquidation of war ciaims 
and expenses, officials declared, ex- 
plained the drop in expenditures, 
which, they added, would have been 
greater but for the additional bur- 
dens such as Joans and advances to 
the railroads imposed on the treas- 


ury. 

Ordinary receipts for 1920 
amounted to $6,431,000,000 in round 
numbers as against $6,772,000,000 
for the previous veat Collections of 
income and profits taxes totaled 
$3,570,000,000 in the past year com- 
pared with $4,337,000,000 in 1919.

Finding the bec d of county com- 
missioners disposed to await a de- 
cision of the city with references to 
a division of the cost of the im- 
provement between the city and 
county, the property owners lead 
by John W. Grant, Walter T. Can- 
dler, Charles P. Byrd and others. 
decided to appear at an early date 
before the city fathers and present 
to council a proposition for their 
consideration. 8 

The widening of Peachtree street, 
under the present fostership of sev- 
‘eral of the most important property, 
owners on the thoroughfare, con- 
templates beginning at the junction 
of the street with Ivy, at Forrest 
avenue. From this point and run- 
ning to North avenue the street, 
which is now 60 feet wide, is to 
be made 80 feet from curb to curb. 
When the improvement reaches 
North avenue, it is also proposed to 
widen that thoroughfare by taking 
out the stand“ of green that now 
occupies its center. 

To Extend White Way. 

It is proposed to extend the 
white way lights from Peachtree to 
West Peachtree street along North 
avenue, thus making a triangular 
circuit of white lights, using North 
avenue to connect the two wide 
thoroughfares. The widening of 
West Peachtree was finished during 
the past year and the white lights 
extended to North avenue. 

Several months ago the city 

adopted a policy with reference to 
the width of Peachtree street, fix- 
ing a building line upon which all 
new buildings are supposed to be 
erected. This line provides for the 
setting back 10 feet on each side 
of all new structures, and such of 
the present buildings along the 
street as the property owners will 
Agree to. 
It was stated Friday night. by 
several property owners who have 
already given their 10 feet and in 
some instances set back new struc- 
tures to the new street line, that 
most of the citizens holding proper- 
ty on Peachtree street have al- 
ready given their consent to the 
plan to widen the street, and it is 
believed that should the city and 
county reach an agreement with 
reference to the expense of the im- 
provement, the big project will go 
forward within the next few 
months. — 


Grant Leads Project. 

John W. Grant, one of the largest 
property owners on Peachtree 
street who, with Aldine Chambers, 
attorney, led the movement before 
The county commissioners Thursday 
afternoon for the revival of the 
widening plan, could not be reached 
last night for a statement, but Mr. 
Grant’s enthusiasm for the project 
has been voiced on several oc- 
casions, and it was stated by others 
present that he made a spirited ap- 
peal Thursday for the favorable 
consideration of the county head re- 
garding the improvement. 

Charles P. Byrd, who owns much 
property on Peachtree street, 
set back his building, now oc- 
cupied by Belle Isle, and his new 
stores at the corner of North ave- 
nue and Peachtree in accordance 
with the new building line. Mr. 
Byrd gave thereby a strip 10 feet 
wide and more than 250 feet long 
on the street side of the property 
to the city for public use. He was 
thoroughly in accord with other 
leaders in the widening project in a 
statement given The Constitution 
Thursday night. 

To Afford Cireult. 

Mr. Byrd stated that the widen- 
ing of Peachtree street would not 
only serve the public of Atlanta by 
relieving congestion of traffic that 
now often hinders travel on*Peach- 
tree street, but that it would, by 
connecting up North avenue with 
the two Peachtrees, as explained 
above, afford a driveway of which

Vlewing Stone Mountain for the 
first time, in company with Gutzon 
Borglum, the famous American 
sculptor who plans to convert the 
living rock into a time-defying me- 
morial to the cause of the southern 
Confederacy, Prince Alfonzo Louis 
de Bourbon, half-brother! to the 
reigning monarch of Spain and an 
internationally recognized art con- 
nolseur, declared that the project, 
the material and the subject were 
all too vast for him to voice ade- 
curate expression of his emotions as 
his eyes first rested on Georgia's 
gigantic granite monolith. 

“The whole thing is too stupen- 
dous,” said the prince, with only 
the slightest accent. “It is not for 
me to say what I feel. It is rather 
for you to obtain an expression 
from your great artist here,” and 
he nodded to Mr. Borglum. 

“He had told me of this great 
mountain. He had pictured its ar- 
tistic possibilities to me so vividly 
that I determined to make this visit 
with him to see with my own eyes, 
but even his talents have not been 
able to picthre in words the im- 
pressiveness of the mouzitain or the 
nobility of the plan that he has con- 
ceived and which he is about to 
execute. It is too stupendous,’ he 
repeated. ° 

Unofficial Visit. 

Prince Louis visit to Atlanta is 
entirely unotticial. Practically his 
entire life has been spent in the 
study of art and especially scuip- 
ture. He is a friend of Mr. Korg- 
lum of years standing and recently 
in New York heard of the Stone 
Mountain project. 
both he and Mr. Borglum are guests 
of S. H. Venable in Druid Hills. 

Mr. Borglum says that his visit 
to Atlanta at this time is to con- 
sult with Mr. Venable and other At- 
lantans interested in the monument, 
with a view to general plans of re- 
organization. ; 

“I will be here possibly a week,” 
said the sculptor, and right now I 
am not at liberty to say just what 
these plans of reorganization are, 
but I can state that I have every 
reason to believe that work on the 
monument will be renewed within 
thirty days at the point where it 
was interrupted by the world war. 

However, Mr. Borglum indicated 
that the work would not be spon- 
sored by any great organization and 
intimated that the work would be 
accomplished privately. 

“TI am to make several talks while 
here,” said Mr. Borglum, “but I will 
not even know where and when I 
will speak until Thursday. In the 
meantime I expect to be very busy 
renewing Atlanta friendships.” 

Familiar With War History. 

Prince Louis likewise is anxious 
to meet just as many Atlantans as 
possible. 

“While I am here I am anxious 
to talk to many people,” said he. 
»I want to get an intimate insight 
into the traditions of the southern 
Confederacy. Especially do I want 
to meet the veterans of the soutu 
and the women of the Confederacy 

“Of course I am familiar with th. 
history of your war between the 
sections, but not until I reache. 
Richmond on my way to Atlanta 
did the interest of the Confederat, 
cause strike me.

Washington, January 6-—The War 
Finances corporation is open for 
business, Secretary Houston sald 
today, adding that the corporation 
would carry out the law creating 
it in the spirit in which the statute 
was drawn as a result of the action 
of congress in overriding the presi- 
dent’s veto of the resolution to re- 
vive the corporation’s activities, 

The treasury, secretary said the 
means to be adopted by the cor- 
poration in making advances to ex- 
porters would not be determined 
until it was known what needs the 
corporation woufd be called upon to 
meet. Funds for making the loans 
must be borrowed by the corpora- 
tion or the treasury, he said, but 
until it is known how much money 
will be required it would be poor 
policy to pay interest on the loan 
fund. The corporation therefore 
will wait until applications for ad- 


are made, he added. 

Secretary Houston said the fact 
that the corporation cannot make 
advances directly to producers, but 
must «xtend its loans to exporters 
or institutions finaneing exports 
should not be lost sight of. Appli- 


| cations are required by law, he ex- 


plained, to satisfy the corporation 
that they cannot obtain the desired 
loan elsewhere on reasonable terma, 
must produce adequate security and 
the export proposition must meet 
with the approval of the corpora- 
tion. From this it would appear, 
he added, that an exporter must 
have his contract before a loan 
from the corporation can be ob- 
tained. 

Addition of another member to 
the corporation’s board of direc- 
tors may be necessary, the secre- 
tary said, before applications can 
have the fullest attention.

Coming on the heels of the naval 
reduction movement in the senate 


by its autho? to put squarely be- 
fore congress the question whether 
this country should endeavor to 
join with Great Britain and Japan 
in a “naval holiday” or go ahead 
with the construction of ships. 

The resolution declares “that the 
United States is unwilling to com- 
mit its economic and political in- 
dependence to the fetters of an 
international treaty materially Um- 
iting naval armaments, thereby in- 
volving its freedom of action in 
ways and for objects not at present 
discernable and that all warship 
construction authorized to date be 
completed in the shortest practi- 
cable time, commensurate with the 
nation’s desire far economy and 
sound business practice in the pri- 
varte and government shipbuilding 
yards. 

Mr. Britten declared in the state-

houses were vigorously, but unsuc- 
cessfully, searching all over the 
southeast for turkeys at any price. 


Turkeys Were Scarce. 


“Turkeys were scarce this Christ- 
mas,and every known producer was 
being offered a much higher price 
than 30 cents. One well-known re- 
taller of Atlanta received a quota- 
tion of 52 cents for turkeys, but he 
could get none even at that price. 
One local packing house asserts 
they would have paid as high as 60 
cents a pound to supply the local 
trade. 

“A certain reputable firm of re- 
tallers purchased 204 pounds of tur-

“HP-POCKET” DRIVE 
5 STAGED BY GANT 


Scarcity of Pistols and Liq- 
, uor Attributed to. War 
on Crime. 


A highly encouraging follow-up 
to recent intensive crusades made 
by city and county-officials against 
liquor, pistols, banditry and other, 
vice and crime, in Atlanta, is the 
report made by prohibition enforce- 
ment officers, who staged an auxil- 
lary rald Wednesday and Thursday. 

The officers declare that after 
visiting practically every pool room 
and other place of idling in the city 
and searching the occupants, they 
had found only four bottles cf liquor 
and one pistol despite the fact that, 
in addition to a large number of 
White men, they examined some- 
thing like 600 negroes for whisky, 
guns and other evidences of law- 


lessness, The raids were led by 
D. J. Gantt, head of the federal of- 
ficers.

“I beg you to not think me lacking in 
courtesy because I have been so tardy in 
making. befitting acknowledgment of your 
very courteous recommendation that I ac- 
cept the invitation of the Southern gp 
association to address the congress to be 
held in Atlanta on January 27 to 29. The 
simple truth is I have delayed making a 
definite expression of regret because I was 
hopeful that I might work out a plan~by 
which I might briefly articipate in that 
notable gathering. I find now that, it is 
wholly impossible for me to do so, and ain 
writing you to ss a very genuine regret 
that I cannot accept this invitation, 

„No one has ever come to the presidency 
with more sincere desire than that which I 


hold fur winning the concord of all the south- 


ern citizenship of Amer'ca and have the peo- 
ple of the south understand how our Ameri- 
ean interests are in — and that only in 
complete concord can we ho to go on to 
the destined * fulfilment. Not- 
ern my inability to come at this 
time, do very much hope that there will 
come occasions during my administration 
when I may come to the south and have 
your people know me as I wish to know 
them.’ 

Mr. Harding also wrote James A.
